the world from communism. 

„ Just a few days ago, officials , 
were explaining the “ domino 
effect” in Central America : 
first Nicaragua went, now El 
Salvador is under attack, Guate- 
mala and Honduras come next, 
with Mexico in Jine behind 
them. 

That is all changed now, and 
the department wants tha press 
to turns Its attention elsewhere. 
Various explanations for this 
sudden reversal have been 
offered. Oue is that the Admin- 
istration’s first, very strong, 
denunciations of Nicaraguan, 
Cuban and Sovier intervention 
in_ El Salvador have had their 
effect. 

The flow of arms to the 
insurgents seems to have drop- 
ped sharply, and the Adminis- 
tration has postponed a deci- 
sion on whether all aid to 
Nicaragua should be ended per- 
manently. 

Aid was suspended because 
of Nicaragua’s participation in 
the supply of arrns to the rebels 
and a deadline for stopping it 
permanently, set a month ago, 
is now upon us—and had been 
extended. 

Another reason for playing 
down the importance of El 
Salvador is that American 
insistence on it was beginning 
to annoy America’s allies, 
notably Canada and West Ger- 
mary, who failed to see tbe 
situation in the same apocalyp- 
tic‘ terms once used by the 
Americans.

In .fact,, his own experience 
during Nicaragua’s civil war had 
convinced him that the easiest 
place to get arms was on the 
American black market. 

El Salvador itself had nor 
accused Nicaragua of the in 
volvement alleged by the Ameri- 
cans. As a practical matter, he 
added, it was iroportant that 
arms brought in from outside 
should be compatible with those 
that might captured in 
battle. 

Father d’Escoto was keen to 
stress that the Nicaraguans 
wanted better relations with the 
Americans,. as with Brirain, He 
felt some sympathy for the 
United States, he added, as a 
country “ beset with deep anxie- 
ties and horrible obsessions ”,

Britain is to adopt a new form 
of passport which can be read 
automatically by computers, so 
reducing the queues which form 


at airports aud seaports as 
immigration officers do the 
work, 


The announcement that the 
Government is to adopt “as 
soon as practicable ” passports 
in a simplified, standardized 
format with “a machine-read- 
able capability” was made, 
ironically, as immigratioo offi- 
cers began & go-slow in support 
of the civil servants’ pay claim. 

Sir Ian Gilmour, Lord Privy 
Seal, said in a Commons written 
reply yesterday that the decision 
had been taken in principle, but 
much work was needed to assess 
the costs and overcome techni- 
cal difficulties. 

"Bearing the new form of pass- 
port, a British citizen Jeaving 
Britain or arriving from abroad 
would present it to an automatic 
scaoner, which would relay its 
details to a central national 
computer. If the passport was 
in order the computer would 
flash a green light and a barrier 
would open automatically. 

If the passport was out of 
date, or if the holder was on 
the “wanted” list, the com- 
puter would flash a red light 
and an immigration ‘official 
would intervene. French immi- 
gration police already operate 
a semi-automatic system of that 
kind in which they can interro- 
gate a central computer with 
passport details from their 
desks at Charles de Gaulle air

young fresh green foliage 
appear in the sprinr and if it 
is clipped in August ihe leaves 
will turn to their pale russety 
brown and hang on all winter 
until the new leaves push them 
off in the spring. For me a 
hornbeam hedge is full of in- 
terest throughout the year. 

If I had a hedging or shelter 
problem to solve today, J would 
seriously consider planting 
some eucalyptus with the idea 
of keeping them trimmed and 
bushy. Also one could expect 
to earn rhe cost of the trees 
over a period. by selling the cut 
foliage to local florists, 

Stocks of eucalyptus varieties 
are not plentiful and one has tu 
look round for hardier varieties. 
It is often said that E. gunnii 
is fhe bardiest species, but this 
I wouid dispute. I had a speci- 
men of E. gunnii about ISft 
high that was killed in the sub- 
zern winter of 196253 while 
trees of E. niphophila, E. parvi- 
jolia and E. puucijlora were not 
affected. 

Possibly 1he best species fnr 
*" coppicing ”, ie cutting back 10 
promote bush: growth low 
dorm, is E. paurifjtora, 

Wirh eucalyptus ir i< even 
more desirahle than with nother 
trees or shrubs to buy smali 
Plants, a foot or so high. I 
would cut larger plauıts back ta 
ahout a foot. They resent rout 
disturbance and provided the 
¥oung plants are rezularly fed 
and watered they will grow very 
{ast. often catching up and orer- 
raking larger specimuns. 

Eucalyptus arc nnt the best 
tres TO plant in very expusud 
ms if it is intended fo 
grow Ita their full 
which may be 20-30ft 
depending an the <pecies. Often 
their tops are briokert out by 
al Zale. 

But the hardier varieties. if 
“cnppiced “. do make u sond 
screen. Dne may havc to wair 
until the autumn to find a 
supply nf these eucalyptus 
species, but I ‘know that The 
knoll Gardens.

First, if I were not in a 
hurry, I would forget the 
formal hedge, which needs 
trimming once or maybe twice 
a year, and consider planting a 
screen in depth of shrubs and 
perhaps some small trees that 
would need very little in the 
way of clipping or pruning. 

For such a screen you need a 
border about 8ft wide. You may 
also need to erect a temporary 
fegce to act as a windbreak 
while the shrubs reach an effec- 
tive heigit—five years perhaps, 
or even more. This need not be 
very expensive. But let me ex- 
plain once more ıyhat happens 
when wind hits a solid wall or 
fence. It is deflected upwards 
and comes dawn on the other 
side very fast, creating an area 
of turbulence about six times 
the beight of the fence away on 
the lee side. 

This is very uncnmfortable 
for plants, So if possible do not 
use solid walls or fences. A 
better screen may he made hy 
erecting a wind screen uf BIF 
Windbreak. a strong plastic 
sheeting with many holes to the 
square foot allowing the wind 
to filter thrauzh. It will last for 
years—certainly long enough 
for a screen of shrubs to cstab- 
lish itself. 

Shrubs suitable for a deep 
screen include aucubas, 
Portugal laurel, rhadodendrons, 
camellias, hollies and claeagnus. 

There are aiso green. golden 
and variegated conifers. One 
can interplant these with a 
flowering crab apple such as 
* Golden Hornet ` John 
Downie ", a f] ag cherry, an 


licve the grecn monotony of the 
evergreens ûne can plant 
deciduous flowering shrubs— 
ribes, philadelphus, lilacs and 
many more. Their bare <tems 
will ail kelp to tilter the wind. 

If xou want a quick screen

The jewels of Kevin Coates 
are icons from a@ secrer and 
personal ology in which 
magic, mathematics and fan- 
taşy are strangely interlocked. 
He is obsessed by the platonic 
solids and has just finshed a 
PtıD thesis on the sacred geom- 
erry or renaissance and baro- 
que stringed instruments. 

Coates is one of those people 
who does everything well. He 
is not only a brilliant jeweller 
but an accomplished waterco- 
lourist and musician—he plays 
the viola d'amore, kute, baro- 
que violin and baroque mando- 
lin, which he revived. There is 
a suggestion of the late renais- 
saace in the way his exquisite- 
Jy sculpted figures eaact their 
cryptic roles within a little 
geometrical or architectural 
niche. His work is mostly in 
titanium, ivory and 18ct gold 
and he produces about four 
major pieces a year. 

Plasuçs of one kind or 
another have been with us 
longer than one might thiak, 
Victorian manufacturers of 
cheap mourniug jewelry used 
ebonrite, a rubber-based compo- 
sition, as a substitute for jet. 
This was the tragedy of the 
early plasticsthey were 
usually trying to be something 
else. Celluloid, casenite and 
bakelite were nearly always to 
be seen in jewels masquerad- 
ing as jade, ivory, mother of 
pearl, coral, tortoiseshell or 
cnyx, rarely as materials with 
their own unique properties. 

Perspex emerged during the 
Second World War as a shat- 
terproof material for aircraft 
cockpit covers. Tough, flexible, 
colourful aod brilliantly trans- 
parent, it had everything that 
celluloid had without being so 
ioflammable. _ Nonetheless it 
took anntber 30 years for the 
new plastics to be taken 
seriously as a material for fine 
hand-made jewels. 

Roger Morris began by 
working ir agate but found 
that he had more ideas than 
time 10 realize them in such a 
tough material. Almost inev- 
itably he turned to the acry- 
lics, Jaminalüing them like a 
multi-coloured, many-layered 
lıquorice allsort, engraving 
them with nervously meander- 
ing patterns and often enuclos- 
ing them with frames and 
grilles of siver. 

Realizing that 
often playthings as wel as 
adornments, he sometimes 
builds into them a little rota- 
table germv-ser knob, “some- 
thing to fiddle with”, as he 
says. His jewels look good 
apart from the context of the 
human body and he has 
designed structures for them 
to fit into so that they stand 
like miniature sculptures. A 
good example of his work 
would cost around £250. 

. Other jewellers share Mor- 
ris's view that jewels have a 
life of their owı outside their 
function of making women 
more beautiful.

Many readers ask my advice 
about hedges. Some are looking 
for hedges or trees that will 
act as windbreaks, others 
merely want a dense hedge to 
shut off the sight and sound of 
neighbours. 

There are those who want 
to plant low hedges, growing 
no higher than a couple ot 
feet, to frame beds or borders 
and perhaps act as low wind- 
breaks for parts of the vege- 
table plots, Some readers 
seek the impossible—they often 
do with matters other than 
hedges—asking me to suggest 
hedge plants that will grow 
very fast to six or eight feet 
and then stop growing. Such 
Plants do not  cxisr; anyone 
who raised one could make a 
fortune. 

So 1T thought it might be 
worthwhile to Jook once more 
at windbreaks and hedges gen- 
erally and remind ourselves of 
same of the simple principles 
involved in screening or shel- 
tering the garden.

The industrial tribuma1 ruled 


that Mrs-‘Hurley had not heen 


directly ‘discriminated against 
under section 1 (11 (a) because 
it found on evidemce that Mr 


Mustroe's policy was not to employ 
anyone, man or woman. who had 
small children. Howerer, there 
was no evidence at all of his 
having any policy against employ 
ing men with children, and ir was 
not open to the industrial tribunal 
to find that his policy applied tn 
men and women alike, His policy 
was not to employ women with 
children, and that policy directly 
discriminated against women withi- 
in section 1. 

Mrs Hurley also claimed under 
secon 3(1) (b) i. The industrial 
tribunal held in hec. favour that

Tribunal 
allowed an’ appeal by Mrs Ursula 
Hurley, aged 30, ã former waitress 
with four children, from a deci- 
sion of a London industrial tri- 
bunal, and granted a declaration 
that her employer, Mr Edward 
Mustoe in refusing to employ her 
at Edward's Bistro, Kentish Town 
Road, had unlawfully discrimin- 
ated against her on the grounds 
nf her sex, contrary to section 
111)(a) raken with section 6(1)\a) 
and (tcl of ‘tHe Sexual Discrimina- 
tion Act 1975; and on the ground 
of her marital status, contrary to 
section 31(b) taken with section 
6{1ila} and. (Cc). 

Section 111(a} of the Act pio. 
vides : °‘! A person discriminates 
against a wormau in any cCircunt 
stances relevant for the purposes 
of any provision of this Act if 
{tal on the ground of her sex he 
treats her less favourably than he 
treats Or would treat a man. ’" 

Section 3 {1) (hb) provides that 
a person discriminates against a 


married person if“ (b) , he 
applies to that .person a rcequirec- 
ment or condition whlch he 


applies or would apply equally tn 
an _ unmarried person but—i) 
which is such that the proportion 
ot married persons who can com. 
ply with it iş considerably smajler 
than the proportivua of unmarried 
persons of the same sex who can 
comply wîth it, aod (i1) which he 
cannot show to be justifiable 
irrespective of the marital status 
of the person to whom It is 
applıed, and {iii} which is to that 
person's detriment because he- 
cannot comply with it." 

Miss Miss Caroline Altnn for 
Mrs Hurley. Mr Mustoe in person. 
MR JUSTICE BROWNE-WILK- 
INSON said that for 10 years up 
ro 1979 Mrs Hurley, had been 
employed as a waitress. Her hus- 
band, a school teacher, looked 
after the children while ‘she was al ' 
wark,. It was not disputed that she 
was. an ‘entirely good wautress. 


Regina v McCarthy

DR RUNCIE’S DIALOGUE WITH ROME . 


The Archbishop of Canterbury 
has conversations this weekend 
with the Archbishop of Malines- 
Brussels. Malines—the very word 
is like a bell „. „. . sounding the 
false spring of Auglican-Roman 
reconciliation when Lord Halifax 
and Cardinal Mercier went arm 
în arm towards the roadblock 
put in their way by the Vatican 
and the English Roman Catholic 
hierarchy.

Robin Maugham, rhe second 
Viscount’ Maugham, who : died
